Your grocov will accept 
any valid preserves coupons when you purchase sugar 
for canning. 

Thero are now only two kinds of coupons for sugar. The 
regular sugar coupon, good for one pound of sugar, and 
the preserves coupon, worth half a pound of Sugar.
